Noted speaker stresses how much can 


be done for learning disabled 


Neil McDowell, Super- 
visor of Counselling and 
Special Education for the 
County of Parkland was the 
featured speaker at the May 
meeting of the Sturgeon-St, 
Albert Ass’n for Childrer 
with Learning Disabilities 

He spoke on his exper- 
iences in the establishment 
and operation of classes for 
learned disabled children at 
the junior high level, This 
program has been highly 
successful and is reflected 
in Mr, McDowell’s enthus 
iasm and concern, His res- 
pect for these children as 
individuals with a unique 
problem was evident 
throughout his talk, 

Adaptation classes were 
in operation for awhile at 
Stony Plain but suffered due 
to the social stigma attached 
to them, The present system 
in which students remain in 
a regular class but pull out 


for reinforcement in re- 
source rooms in areas of 
difficulty has been much 
more effective, Programs 
must be individualized, Nei] 
McDowell stressed, AS 
these students have at least 
one or more perceptual 
handicaps, different approa- 
ches must be used to utilize 
their strengths, The four 
basic teaching techniques 
being employed are: by 
visual means; audio-visual 
combined; auditory, and 
Kinisthetic (Sense of touch), 
Mr. McDowell indicated that 
some of the students on per- 
scriptive programs had ad- 
vanced as much as 2 1/2 
years in some areas ofdiff- 
iculty since last year, He 
stated that most of these 
students required a great 
deal of counselling to help 
them overcome their poor 
self images and sense of 
defeat, which resulted from

Unless strong appeals 
backed by reasoned argu- 
ments are made to public 
opinion, Canada’s qualified 
abolition of the death penal- 
ty is likely to end by de- 
fault, On Dec. 29, the five 
year trial period under 
which capital punishment 
has been suspended--except 
for the murder of prison 
guards and police officers - 
will be over, Meanwhile, a 
recent Gallup poll indicates

Report of tests on fertilizer 


Re-issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office, 

Tests carried out on the 
prairies show that, at pre- 
sent oilseed and cereal pri- 
ces, the greutest returns 
per fertilizer dollar inves- 
ted are obtained from rape- 
seed, 

Adolph Goettel, head of 
the Alberta department of 
agriculture’s soils branch, 
reports that with adequate 
moisture, and good weed 
control, nitrogen and phos- 
phorus fertilizers should in- 
crease rapeseed yields 
above the 1965-71 average 
of 11 bushels per acre on 
stubble land, In many cases 
summerfallow fields also 
respond profitably to an app- 
lication of nitrogen and 
phosphorus, The average 
yield of rapeseed on sum- 
merfallow was 18 bushels 
per acre in the years 1965-

71 when 31 per cent of Al- 
berta’s rapeseed was grown 
on summerfallow, 

The best indicator of fer- 
tilizer requirements is a 
soil analysis by the Soil and 
Feed Testing Laboratory in 
Edmonton, Since it takes 
approximately two weeks for 
a fertilizer recommendation 
to reach the farmer from 
the time the soil samples 
are received at the labora- 
tory, soil samples shouldbe 
taken as soon as possible, 
However, if soil samples 
are not taken, the following 
informatiom can be used as 
a general guide, 

NITGROGEN - Approxi- 
mately 40 to 60 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre should be 
applied to stubble land for 
best returns, An example of 
a fertilizer that would supply 
this volume of nitrogen is 
120 to 180 pounds of 34-0-0, 

The nitrogen content of 
soil samples taken from 
fallow land in the fall of 
1971 averaged slightly high- 
er than normal for fallow 
in Alberta, However, be- 
cause tests have shown that 
adding nitrogen to fallow is 
generally profitable, far- 
mers might consider apply- 
ing 25 pounds per acre, 


Up to 10 pounds of nitro- 
gen can be drilled in with 
the seed, The rest should be 
broadcast and incorporated 
into the soil before the crop 
is seeded, 

PHOSPHORUS - As agen- 
eral rule, most Soils are low 
in phosphorus, Herze, in 
addition to a nitrogen fer- 
tilizer (when one is re- 
quired), 15 to 20 pounds of 
phosphorus per acre (30 to 
40 pounds of 11-48-0) should 
be drilled in with the seed 
on both summerfallow and 
stubble land, More than 20 
pounds could cause seedling 
damage. 

POTASSIUM = Very few 
soils in Alberta require pot- 
assium in fertilizers, Pota- 
ssium is not recommended 
unless a soil analysis in- 
dicates a deficiency of this 
element, 

SULPHUR - Rapeseed has 
relatively high sulphur re- 
quirements and some soils 
in Alberta are low in this 
element, However, the need 
for sulphur can only be 
determined by a field test 
or soil analysis, 

Information on soil test- 
ing and the use of fertilizers 
on rapeseed crops can be 
obtained from your local 
district agriculturist,
